LONDON, April 5.—It is reliably reported here tonight that 


Britain and Poland have reached a final agreement on a mutual 
defensive military pact.

ROME, April 5—Italian troop concen- 
trations at Adriatic ports were interpret- 
ed in foreign circles today as a “warning” 
to Great Britain and France against carry- 
ing out their so-called “encirclement” 
plans, and to Yugo-Slavia and Greece 


against joining with France and Britain. 
+ This view was strength- 
ened by an article in the 
prominent Bologna news- 
paper Il Resto Del Carlino 
as political circles forecast 
greater freedom for Italian 
troop movements to Al- 
bania as a result of the ex- 
pected strengthening of the 

Italian-Albanian defensive 
alliance.

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Dominion Money for Highways 


Parliament is voting $3,750,000 this | 
year to assist the provinces in building 
tourist highways. The plan is that the 
provinces will match this money dollar for 
dollar, thus creating a fund of $7,500,000 
for the purpose, Last year the Dominion 
provided $1,750,000 under this heading. 
The results were so satisfactory that the 
amount is more than doubled in the pre- 
sent estimates, 

Alberta stands in a different position 
than any of the other provinces. The two 
great mountain parks are within the area | 
of this province. To accommodate tour- 
ists there the Dominion is spending enor- 
mous sums, aside altogether from this 
appropriation for tourist highways. The 
completion of the Jasper-Banff highway 
will require $335,000, and to finish the Big 
Bend highway $505,000 is to be voted— 
Dominion money exclusively. 

If, in addition, Alberta is given a full 
share of the tourist highway vote, there 
likely will be objections from the other 
provinces that it is getting too much Do- 
minion road money. The objection would 
not be altogether just, but justice is not 
the first consideration when provinces 
clamor for Dominion money. That need 
not prevent Alberta asking, and taking all | 
it can get.

Street Fatalities 


Up to and including Sunday last, four 
persons were killed on the streets of Ed- 
monton in motor car mishaps since the be- 
ginning of the year. During the whole of 
last year only three deaths resulted from 
traffic accidents in the city. The contrast 
is startling. The more so because the four 
recent fatalities were due to four separate 
occurrences, in widely distant parts of the 
city and under widely differing conditions 
of lighting and road surface. 

It would be appalling should this fatal- 
ity rate continue. And it will not do to 
assume that it will not continue just be- | 
cause winter is passing and summer com- 
ing. For while driving conditions are 
worse in winter, there are more cars and 
more pedestrians on the streets in 
summer, 

Though the ratio varies, a sharply in- 
creased number of fatal accidents sug- 
gests an increase in the total number of 
accidents; therefore the need of stricter 
enforcement of safety regulations. 

This was no doubt in the minds of 
members of the city council when they 
decided, tentatively, Monday evening, to 
provide the police department with three 
radio-equipped cars and add three mem- 
bers to the force. The tentative decision 
should be confirmed, the cars secured and 
the extra men hired. Four traffic deaths 
in three months call for action to make 
the streets safe.

Not be- 
cause people in the other provinces have 
accepted Mayor Houde of Montreal! or 
Premier Dupleasis as voicing the views of 
the majority in Quebec, but because this 
misconception might be believed else- 
where. Mr. Lapointe has done a service 
to Canada, to the Empire, and to the cause 
of world peace, by dispelling any hopes or 
fears which were based on the sugges- 
tion that French-Canada is neutral on the 
subject of Empire solidarity if not hostile 

English-speaking Canadians may wel! 
read his exposition of what neutrality 
would mean in actual practice. It will 
clarify their own thinking on the subject, 
and also show them that Quebec would be 
the most immediate sufferer if neutrality 
were attempted, since its ports would be 
blocked and its commerce destroyed 

It is timely to recal! that French- 
Canadians once saved Canada for Britain. 
And the declaration of one of their most 
distinguished sons that “When the last 
shot is fired for the British connection it 
wil be fired by a French-Canadian.”

Alberta’s Oldest Newspaper 


The Personal Covenant Ruled Out 


One of the new enactments of the 
Alberta legislature is an amendment of 
the Judicature Act which cuts the per- 
sonal covenant out of mortgages and 
agreements for sale of real property. 
This applies alike to mortgages and agree- 
ments now in existence, and those made 
hereafter. 

The effect is that if 1and is mortgaged 
or sold under agreement, the property 
itself is the only security on which the 
creditor can realize. He may foreclose and 
compel sale of the property, or obtain 
possession of it, But he has no further 
claim against the debtor. 

This reform has been plainly overdue 
for a quarter of a century—ever since 
the real estate boom collapsed in pre-war 
times and left thousands of people pledg- 
ed to pay for town lots and farms they 
had lost through inability to keep up 
their payments. Had the law been chang- 
ed before the boom occurred the prices 
of lots and farm lands would never 
have soared to the dizzy heights they 
did, and there would not have been the 
sorry and prolonged period of reckoning. 

Hereafter the person who sells pro- 
perty on time, or who lends money on 
property, will have to take a candid look 
at its value, for it is all that he can 
hope to recover if the deal breaks down. 
Overcharging for property, or over-lend- 
ing on property, on the ground that the 
buyer or mortgagor has other assets 
which can be grabbed for satisfaction of 
the claim, will no longer be profitable or 
safe. 

The seller will have to set such a value 
that he will be willing to take the pro- 
perty for what is still due him on the pur- 
chase price. The lender will have to re- 
strict his loan to the amount he would be 
willing to pay for the property, That 
won't help to start booms. But it will help 
to put reality into real property values.

Italy's Claims 

It seems Obvious that if there is to be any 
“general settlement” in Europe it ought to deal 
with Italy’s ambitions no less than with Ger- 
many’s. Any attempt by Signor Mussolini to 
blackmail France into one-sided concessions 
might ruin the very basis of such a settlement. 
It is obvious that no French government could 
surrender lands which are a part of France 
itself: indeed, M. Daladier has declared against 
any sort of territorial concession whatever. If 
Italy has demands of a kind which could hon- 
orably be met, they should be discussed as part 
of such a general system of appeasement and 
limitation of armaments as was suggested in 
the Prime Minister's speech. So long as the 
threat in the Mediterranean exists, prospects of 
better times in Europe must remain very un- 
certain.—Glasgow Herald, 


Aliens on Relief 


Recently a report was placed before the 
Edmonton City Council showing that during the 
past eight years 264 unnaturalized aliens have 
received relief to the amount of $516,000. It 
startled the Edmonton council ag it startled the 
residents of that city. 

The immediate reaction of the council was 
to take steps to have the whole lot deported if 
thet should be possible, but second thought 
led council to believe thet wholesale action 
would be unwise and in some instances perhaps 
unfair, And so, while deportation proceedings 
will be taken, discrimination will be used. 
Thus, those aliens who fought with the allies in 
the Great War will be exempted from any 
deportation attempt. 

There are other factors, too. It may be that 
some of those aliens have made real efforts to 
obtain work, have been incapable of work 
through illness or other causes or have worked 
from time to time when opportunity afforded. 
In such cases their status as recipients of relief 
would be the same as others, excepting for the 
fact that they have not sought or obtained 
Canadian naturalization. 

In the circumstances, it is rather astonishing 
that they have not become naturalized, and the 
fact that they have not done so while receiving 
relief from this country suggests that they must 
have active reasons for not doing so. If Edmon- 
ton is going to enquire into their status with a 
view to deportation, certainly a large part of 
that enquiry should be directed at why they 
have not sought naturalization. — Saskatoon 
Star-Phoenizx. 


Germany’s Foreign Trade 


The sharp reversal in trend in the foreign 
trade of Germany and the unfavorable balance 
or import surplus which resulted in 1938 is an 
outstanding factor in the present international 
situation and a matier of grave concern to the 
Nazi authorities. Between 1934 and 1937 Ger- 
many succeeded in transforming an import sur- 
plus of 284 million Reichsmarks fo an export 
surplus of 443 million. In 1938, the excess of 
imports over exports for “Greater Germany” 
was no less thane 433 million Reichsmarks, a 
change of 876 million Reichsmarks from the re- 
sults of the previous year. Such a development, 
in view of the needs of the country for raw 
materials for her industria] and armament pro- 
grams and for footstuffs for her people, is a mat- 
ter of prime importance. 

In his annual speech last January the presi- 
dent of The Royal Bank of Canada stated: Con- 
trary to the impression current in many quarters, 
Germany has made very little progress in the 
rehabilitation of her foreign trade. Official 
figures indicate that in no year under the present 
regime have exports exceeded one-half of the 
values of the year 1930, and data availabl> indi- 
cate that in 1938 total exports were actually less 
than in 1932 and 1933, the nadir of the world 
depression and the last two years prior to the 
Nazi regime. The decline in German exports has 
become acute since the September crisis and is, 
in part, attributable to the repugnance felt in 
many countries to more recent happenings. This 
decline has occurred notwithstanding the fact 
that production of goods for export has been 
given priority even over military needs, and 
subsidized at the expense of the internal economy 
and of foreign creditors through the liquidation 
at a very heavy discount of standstill obliga- 
tions.” 

From a peak of 13,483 million Reichsmarks 
achieved in 1929, export of German products de- 
clined to 4,167 million in 1934. With the adop- 
tion of rigorous methods for the improvement of 
this situation, the conclusion of various bi-lateral 
agreements, the introduction of barter, and the 
use of “aski’” marks, some results were without 
doubt attained, but in 1937 the total value of 
German exports was still comparatively low at 
5,911 million Reichmarks. In 1938, this total 
declined to 5,257 million Reichmarks. 
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The Austrian Anschluss has been of no ad- 
vantege to Germany from the standpoint of for- 
eign trade, since many foodstuffs and other raw 
materials had to be imported by Austria and an 
excess of imports over exports has been the rule, 
Excluding trade between Germany and Austria, 
this excess rose to a high of 241 million Reich- 
marks with the dislocation of industry during 
1938. Added to the unfavorable balance of the old 
Reich of 192 million, the total excess of imports 
over exports of Greater Germany amounted in 
1938 to 433 million Reichsmarks. 
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Officia] reports indicate that industrial acti- 
vity has been general with full employment for 
all persons available; indeed negotiations for the 
repatriation of German nationals living abroad 
have been reported in many countries. Even this 
situation does not seem to warrant the favorable 
interpretation usually accepted, but must be 
attributed to the enormous expenditure of Gov- 
ernment funds on armaments and other non-pro- 
ductive enterprises. Expenditures for govern- 
ment requirements and related purposes amount- 
ed to 35,800 million Reichsmarks during 1938 or 
nearly 50 per cent of the national income which 
was placed at 76,000 million Reichsmarks. “Dur- 
ing the last few years this proportion has steadily 
grown.” Continuation of the present rate of 
spending must ultimately Jead to serious inflation 
and a lowering of the standard of living in spite 
of the control which the Government exercises 
over wages and prices. 

The recent absorption of the former Czecho- 
Slovakian Republic as a German Protectorate 
promises to be of little assistance to the Keich so 
far as the foreign trade situation is concerned.

The fisheries of the Kamchatka Peninsula, 
which were a factor in the Russo-Jap war of 
1904-5, are threatening to be the cause of another 
war before many weeks are over. In the Ports- 
mouth peace terms, Japan was given the right 
to lease till 1935 a large number of the Kam- 

chatka fishing, stations. Since

IN FAR EAST newed year after year, though 

latterly with acrimonious dis- 
cussion and threats. From them, Japan has been 
able to build up a large export salmon and crab- 
meat business, in addition to supplying her own 
population with fish food. 

This year, Russia has auctioned off to Rus- 
sians Over 200 of the fishing stations that the 
Japanese had come to regard as permanently 
allocated to them. Japanese fishing boats pro- 
ceed to the Kamchatka fishing grounds next 
month, and Japan is preparing to give her 20,000 
fishermen the protection of her warships. 

Russia and Japan have been sparring at each 
other for a long time. Since the Japanese set 
up the puppet kingdom of Manchukuo in old 
Manchuria, threatening Russia in Asia, there 
have been numerous border clashes. If Japan 
and Russia come to blows in Asia, Germany will 
be called upon to attack Russia in Europe under 
the anti-communist pact. 

Russia has known full well that when war 
comes with either Japan or Germany it will 
mean war with both—hence her dual army sys- 
tem, with her 3,500,000 men divided into armies 
in Europe and in Asia. Japan has been sending 
armies into Manchukuo in the last few weeks. 
With the nations divided into two groups, a war 
anywhere today may speedily bring about a 
world war.

Raise Gas Tax 


Editor, Bulletin: It is the opin- 
ion of others and myself that the 
cost of licenses for cars, trucks, etc., 
is too high. Would it-not be better 
and more convenient for all con- 
cerned, including those who are 
trying to make a living by truck 
and livery, to add a few more cents 
tax per gallon on gasoline and cut 
the price of licenses to $2, regard- 
less of wheelbase? 

Today it is near impossible for 
livery cars and trucks to take out a 
license due to the very high cost 
of same. From information gleaned 
from different sources I am doubt- 
ful if the amount of a license will 
be earned by many of those in 
small towns, yet they must pay the 
Same amount as those in larger 
places where the chances are better 
to make a decent living. 

I believe in the East the tax on 
gasoline is ten cents per gallon. 
Why not raise the tax to the same 
level here and cut the license cost. 
This extra charge would entitle 
everyone driving in a licensed! 
vehicle, accident insurance. The | 
tax from the gasoline to be col- 
lected monthly from the different 
companies. 

What a relief such action taken 
by our government would give to 
thousands at this time. Many are 
wondering where they can scrape 
together enough money for a 
license before the fifteen days grace 
are up. While others who have 
barely made a living have become 
disheartened and would likely quit 
if they could. 

By placing an extra tax on fuel 
this heavy outlay of cash is not 
felt and regardless of whether we 
are in business or trucking or 
livery we only pay for the miles 
we travel while on the highway. | 
If we do not use the highway why 
should we pay for its maintenance. 
The heavier the load the more fuel 
used and the more tax paid. That 
should be fair to all. Much more 
so than charging an exorbitant 
price for a license to a small town 
livery whose chance of even mak- 
ing the price of the license is very 
small. Yet even here at Peers, a 
hamlet of about 100 souls would 
feel the loss of its livery greatly } 
People coming in from the farms | 
sick must get to the hospital which | 
is about thirty miles distant, | 
located in Edson. Our livery man 
must get them there regardless of 
the roads and weather and this 
same man has to pay the same as 
a livery in a district where condi- 
tions make it possible for a decent 
living to be made, Instead of charg- 
ing a smal! town livery such as we 
have here and many more in like 
circumstances, our government 
realizing the good they do and what 
they get for their trouble should 
at least supply a license free, and 
at the same time see to it that there | 
was only one license allowed in a 
certain area. Otherwise there 
would be many, who ignorant of 
certain laws, chisel in and take | 
from the one livery that which it 
needed for a decent living.

in concerned. I believe we need 


not worry as the big oj] comnanies 
will see to it that no new inven- 
tion for the saving of fuel will ever 
met on the market so long as we 
have such nutty patent laws.

On This Date

Ninety years ago, when the ex- 
periment of reuniting Lower and 
Upper Canada into the Province of 
Canada was nearing the end of its 
first decade, the colonial Secretary 
and Lord Elgin, the governor gen- 
eral, were both convinced that one 
of the most necessary things to be 
done to preserve the British col- 
onies was to build a railway from 
Halifax to Quebec. In a letter 
written April 5, 1849, Lord Grey 
had to tell Lord Elgin that he had 
been unable to persuade the Brit- 
ish government to consent to “a 
work of such magnitude I am 
obliged to admit thet the present 
State of public feeling in this coune 
try renders it impossible.” 

Lord Grey stressed the unhappy 
effect the Tory agitation in Mont- 
real and elsewhere for annexation 
to the United States “because they 
could not have all they want et 
once” was having, and pointed out 
that this agitation made it “diffi- 
cult to increase the disposition 
here to invest money in the colony 
either by great undertakings by 
the government or by private cap- 
italists.” 

Yet at the same time, Lord Grey 
was so confident that the grant of 
responsible government to Canada 
would bring prosperity that he 
asked Lord Elgin to advise him of 
some Canadian debentures, which 
he was ready to buy, postponing a 
financial transaction at home to do 
so. Grey did wove his faith by his 
deeds and never regretted his in- 
vestment in Canada, being much 
more lucky than many of his coun- 
trymen who had a decade later 
poured their money into Canadian 
railways, with deplorable results to 
the investors. 

Despite many negotietions and 
financial guarantees by Great Bri- 
tain it was not until after Confed- 
eration that construction of the 
“bond of iron which will unite 
Halifex to Quebec and later to the 
west was begun and the Intercol- 
oniel railway was not completed 
to Quebec until 1876, neerly 30 
years after Grey and Elgin had 
seen the need for it.
